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Funeral crowds bring 
street to a standstill

HUNDREDS of mourners 
turned out to pay their last 
respects at the funeral of 
Luton man Paul Foster, who 
was murdered in April. 

The popular 46-year-old 
father-of-three died after 
being shot in the chest out¬ 
side a property in Brunei 
Road in Lewsey Farm shortly 
after midnight on Tuesday, 
April 10. 

On Friday, Dunstable Road 
in Luton was brought to a 
standstill as a large horse- 
drawn carriage made its way 
to the Calvary Church of God 
in Christ for his funeral. 

Some of the mourners wore 
shirts with Mr Foster’s face 
printed on the back, many 
emblazoned with his nick¬ 
name, ‘Big Shyne’. 

Following a packed service, 
friends and family went to 
The Vale Crematorium for 
the burial. 

Close friend Glenroy 
Campbell, 47, who knew Paul 
Foster for over 20 years, said 
that he hoped that his death 
could bring people together. 

Speaking shortly after the 
murder he said: “Paul was 
shot at my brother’s house. 

“He had been there on a 
visit and he was saying good¬ 
bye to everyone as he left. 

“Then he was shot when he 
got to the door. 


“I hope Paul’s death can be 
a way of bringing people 
together. 

“He was a strong man of 
faith. 

“The Thursday before he 
died he came to a bible study 
group and on the Sunday he 
came to church to re-dedi- 
cate his life to Jesus Christ 
and a few days later he was 
taken away.” 

There have still been no 
charges made in connection 
with Mr Foster’s death, 
though police have previous¬ 
ly said that the shooting was 
linked to an ‘ongoing crimi¬ 
nal feud’. 

Two men, aged 21 and 24, 
were arrested in connection 
with the murder, but have 
since been released on bail 
pending further investiga¬ 
tion.

Couple who 
made ‘bogus 
bomb finders’ 
face court 

A PENSIONER and his wife 
turned their Dunstable 
home into a factory for 
bogus bomb detectors sold 
around the world, a court 
has heard. 

Sam Tree, 66, and his 
partner Joan, 61, of 
Houghton Road, assem¬ 
bled hundreds of devices 
based on a novelty golfball 
finder, it is alleged. 

Their Alpha 6 machines 
are then said to have been 
sold on to governments, 
security firms and the 
military by Simon 
Sherrard, 60, who lives in 
north London. 

It was claimed the Alpha 
6 could detect trace 
amounts of explosives and 
drugs from a distance of 
more than 500 yards. 

The devices - assembled 
from cheap components 
but sold for up to £13,000 
each - were said to have 
been ‘programmed’ with a 
card. 

But the court heard 
these were simply stand¬ 
ard paper printed with 
photocopier toner. 

An Oxford University 
expert who examined one 
said the science behind 
the machines was ‘total 
nonsense’. 

Sherrard, from London, 
denies supplying an 
article for use in fraud. 

The Trees, of Houghton 
Road, Dunstable, deny 
making an article for use 
in fraud. 

Sherrard and the Trees 
will claim they believed 
the devices worked, the 
court has been told.

‘Our lives are empty’ 
says victim’s mother

THE mother of murdered Luton 
man Jordan MaGuire has 
spoken for the first time about 
her son and described him as a 
well-loved, well-known and 
well-groomed young man. 

The 20-year-old who lived in 
Thrales Close was rushed to hos¬ 
pital on Sunday, May 26 after 
being stabbed in his home, but 
later died from his injuries. 

His mother, Julie MaGuire, 46, 
who shared the home with 
Jordan, said: “Everybody loved 
him, everybody knew him. 

“If he was in your life then your 
life was blessed. 

“We are a close family and also 
he had lots of friends who have 
been very supportive to me. 

“We have lived here for ten 
years and I suppose I’m like a 
second mum to them too. 

“He had so very many friends, 
they were like brothers and their 
lives are empty too, just as much 
as mine is. 

“He has just been on holiday to 
Benidorm and he was going up to 
Yorkshire to work soon, fitting 
aeroplane parts. 

“What’s happened has killed 
us, it’s killed the community, 
there is no laughter any more. 

“It’s broken us. He was the only 
man in my life and I loved him to 


the sky and back. 

“But I don’t want people to 
mourn him, I want people to 
celebrate his life.” 

As well as his mum, Jordan 
leaves behind his two sisters Zoe, 
27, and Kay, 28, and girlfriend of 
three years, Laura. 

Meanwhile, the police investi¬ 
gation into Jordan’s murder con¬ 
tinues and has made progress. 

Two people have been arrested, 
but have been released on police 
bail with no charge at present. 

Detectives have also released 
an image from one of the CCTV 
cameras on the estate showing a 


third suspect they would like to 
question. This man is black, 
dressed in jeans and a dark top, 
pushing a light-coloured bike.

Man bailed following BMW shooting arrest 


POLICE have bailed a 22-year- 
old man who was arrested on 
conspiracy to murder earlier this 
week. 

The man had been apprehend¬ 
ed on Wednesday by officers exe¬ 
cuting a warrant in Vestry Close 
in connection with the shooting 
in Fountains Road on May 5. 

On that day two shots were 
fired at a black BMW 3 Series car 
by a man on a motorcycle but no- 
one was injured, although the 
car suffered some damage. 

After the arrest DCI Dave 
Quarmby, who is Bedfordshire 


Police’s lead investigator into 
gun- related crime, said: “This is 
the type of action the people of 
Luton should expect to see as we 
continue our relentless pursuit of 
those who commit violent crime 
in the town. 

“This arrest, I hope, will act as a 
timely reminder to the public 
that information is of paramount 
important to us if arrests such as 
this are to continue.”

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NEW WITNESS APPEAL BY POLICE 

A FRESH appeal for information 
regarding a shooting is due to be 
issued by the police. 

On May 20, a 27-year-old man 
was shot in the leg at the junction 
of Dunstable Road and Leicester 
Road at 7.58am.

FORCED MARRIAGE PAIR FACE JAIL 

TWO women could be jailed after 
it was alleged they conspired to 
force a girl to marry against her 
will, breaching a court order 
banning any arranged wedding. 

The girl, who cannot be identi¬ 
fied for legal reasons, turned up 
at a police station on May 20 
alleging she had been forced by 
her family to marry a man she 
had only met once, counsel for 
Bedfordshire Police James 
Weston told a hearing at Luton 
County Court. 

The girl also alleged death 
threats had previously been 
made against her if she refused 
to marry he said. 

His Honour Judge Sir Gavyn 
Arthur, presiding, said it 
appeared to be ‘a very sad case’. 

YOUNG PEOPLE WORK AT AIRPORT 

SIXTEEN unemployed young 
people have started work 
placements at Luton Airport. 

The Prince’s Trust ‘Get into 
Airports’ programme at London 
Luton, now in its third year, saw 
the youngsters embark on a 
two-week training course 
before starting the placements.

LUTON Borough Council 
has been approached to host 
the second series of hit TV 
show Splash! at the town’s 
Inspire sports village. 

TwoFour, the production 
company who are commis¬ 
sioned to produce the new 
series, have requested to 
return to the multi-million 
pound facility after the 
stunning success of the first 
series in January. 

The show, which ran for five 
weeks, became a surprise 
smash hit after initial criti¬ 
cism and it was the highest 
viewed Saturday night prime 
time TV show.

A NUMBER of organisations in Luton have 
chosen to pay their respects to soldier Lee 
Rigby who was brutally murdered in 
Woolwich, by laying flowers at the war 
memorial outside the Town Hall. 

On Friday, representatives from Luton 
Council and Faiths and Luton in Harmony 
gathered not only to remember Drummer 
Rigby, but also the victims of violence in the 
town over the last couple of months. 

Members of the community, including MP 
Kelvin Hopkins, PCC Oily Martins and Pastor 
Lloyd Denny were also in attendance. 

Leader of the council, Hazel Simmons, said: 
“This has been a very difficult and challenging 
time for Luton. 

“Lives have been ruined by violent crime. A 
tiny group of criminals have tarnished the 
reputation of our town. 

“We want to send a clear message of peace 
and harmony. Luton is a town of incredible 
diversity. It is something that we embrace and 
celebrate as a unique strength. 

“This has been reflected in the universal 
condemnation of Lee Rigby’s murder and the 
desire to show our respects in this way. 

“I am pleased that so many people joined us 
this afternoon to promote peace in our town 
and show that recent events will only serve to 
unite and strengthen our communities even 
further.” 

Leeroy Jenkins from Luton in Harmony 
added that it was time for the community to 
unite and stand in solidarity 

He said: “It seems that every day there seems 
to be some sort of violence. 

“We feel that it’s time that for the people of 
Luton to see that there are people out there 



who do not condone the violence. 

“The idea for laying the wreath came on 
Thursday and we decided that it’s time we 
stand up and let people know that we are 
aware of what’s going on. 

“It’s about getting out there and showing the 
people of Luton that we care about what’s 
going on.” 

The English Defence League organised to 
pay their respects yesterday with a walk 
through the town which culminated with 
flowers being laid at the war memorial at 1pm. 

Before the walk, Tommy Robinson, leader of 
the Luton-based group, said: “There won’t be 
many of us. 

“It will be small and low-key and is just a way 
for us to be able to pay our respects to the 
fallen soldier. 

“Similar walks will be taking place all over 
the country at the same time.”

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Infant death link 
a ‘complex’ issue

THE link between 
infant deaths and 
cousins marrying is a 
‘complex’ issue that 
needs a ‘holistic’ 
approach, a leading 
academic will tell 
councillors later this 
week. 

Dr Nasreen Ali, from 
the University of 
Bedfordshire, is set to 
present research into 
the sociological 
factors surrounding 
kin marriage at Luton 
Council during a 
meeting on Tuesday. 

The authority is cur¬ 
rently investigating 
the rate of child 
deaths in the town. 

Last month a coun¬ 
cil report showed that 
of the 98 child deaths 
between April 2009- 
March 2011, 20 per

cent were caused by 
hereditary genetic 
conditions linked to 
both parents being 
related. 

Speaking before 
Tuesday’s meeting, 
Dr Ali, who last year 
published a study 
into the cultural atti¬ 
tudes of communities 


who practice kin 
marriage, said that it 
was important to 
‘acknowledge the 
risks between cousins 
marrying but also to 
acknowledge that 
there is also a 
complex interplay at 
work’. 

Her research looked 
at the Pakistani/ 
Kashmiri community 
in Birmingham. 

Dr Ali said: “When 
discussing high rates 
of infant mortality 
and children born 
with malformations 
to people in cousin 
unions, we must 
acknowledge the 
complex interplay 
between deprivation, 
behavioural as well as 
cultural factors. 

“We need to ensure 
that we have a holistic 
picture rather than 
presenting catch-all

High Town 

SIR - As a former resident of 
High Town who still has 
relatives living in the area, can 
I first say that I have every 
sympathy for those who have 
seen this area turn into the red 
light district of Luton. 

This is a lengthy on-going 
situation; any Lutonian of my 
generation knows that Brooke 
Street used to be the red light 
area until about 15 years ago 
when, for one reason or anoth¬ 
er, the pimps and drug dealers 
moved to the High Town area. 

What I find puzzling, however, 
is why High Town Against 
Prostitution are insistent that 
organisations such as Azalea 
and Addaction are helping the 
women to stay on the streets 
when the opposite is true. 

I would like it understood that 
I neither work, nor volunteer 
for Azalea, or Addaction [which 
is council run]. 

But having visited the Azalea 
drop-in centre and spoken to 


organisations really help women 


their personnel, it is my under¬ 
standing that their aim is also 
to get the women off the 
streets by helping them kick 
their drug habit, getting them 
away from their pimps and 
relocating them away from 
Luton and the temptations of 
their previous lifestyle. 

In the short time they have 
been located in the High Town 
area, Azalea have managed to 
get a dozen women off the 
streets on a permanent basis. 

You might think that this isn’t 
very many, but if they can do 
this with their [very] limited 
funding, just think what they 
could do if HAP, pictured, 
supported them instead of 
maligning them. 

The aim of both organisations 
is, after all, the same just 
approached in different ways. 

On numerous occasions HAP 
has been invited to speak to 
the organisers of Azalea and 
to see what actually happens in 


the drop-in centre, but so 
far, HAP has declined all 
invitations. 

How, then, can they post 
comments on their website 
and complain to newspapers 
if they don’t have all the 
relevant facts? 

At a recent open day in the 
drop-in centre, many High Town 
residents attended and, when 
they realised the true aim of 
the centre, expressed support 
for the on-going work. 

I do wonder then, whether 
the ‘2,000’ people who signed 
the petition were really all 
High Town residents? 

No-one from HAP attended 
the open day. 

It’s my opinion only, but I’m 
not convinced that throwing 
eggs and flour at the women 
[as some people have done] will 
make them move on. 

However, perhaps treating 
them as though they are 
human beings and showing 


them that there is another 
way they can live their lives 
couldn’t hurt, surely? 

Don’t forget, these are 
vulnerable and abused 
women who work on the 
streets not because they want 
to, but because they have been 
groomed from an early age by 
pimps who keep them under 
control through the use of 
addictive drugs. 

Don’t believe me? 

Go and visit the drop-in 
centre. I guarantee you’ll be 
horrified by some of the lives 
these women have led. 

Please think on this: the 
women are not attracted to 
High Town because of Azalea - 
Azalea moved to High Town 
two years ago, simply because 
it is a red light area and this is 
where they need to be if they 
are to reach out to the women 
and help get them off the 
streets.

Time for politicians to 
act, not hide in a corner 


Jk NOTHER week, 

/\ another killing. 

The people of Luton 
*Z. A* are having a tough 
time at the moment, as all 
the publicity about the town 
is bad. 

When there is a break in 
shootings, a stabbing 
happened last week, with a 
young man sadly dying. 

And to top it all, there is the 
Luton-based English Defence 
League(EDL) stirring the pot 
with their xenophobic 
ranting. 

And what have Luton’s 
politicians got to say about 
this? Not a lot. Yet this is not 
just a criminal issue but a 
political one. 

Now is the time for the 
local politicians to stand up 
and be counted, not hide 
behind their desks. 

As a result of something 
like 17 gun incidents, and 
10 actual shootings, we have 
seen armed police officers on 
the streets of Luton. 

Not only armed but armed 
with machine guns. Are 


politicians, and I mean MPs 
and councillors, as well as 
Oily Martins, the PCC, 
hoping we think this is 
normal in England’s towns? 

It is actually unique. 

Three weeks ago we saw 
live on the TV two policemen 
carrying machine guns, with 
a third officer behind with a 
police dog, patrolling the 
Marsh Larm estate. 

Is it credible that an officer 
would have the need to fire a 
machine gun in the middle 
of an English residential 
estate? Do politicians not 
realise how that resounds 
across the country and the 
world? 

Marsh Larm is the estate 
that was given more than £50 
million of Government 
money earlier this decade to 
resolve its problems. That 
worked. One of the reasons it 
did not work was that some 
politicians abdicated their 
responsibilty and allowed 
the money to be mainly 
wasted and frittered away. 

And now the same politi¬ 


cians are burying their heads 
in the sand while Luton is 
seen by the rest of the 
country as a place to avoid 
at all costs. This may be, and 
is, unfair, as most of Luton is 
a safe, pleasant place and 
most of its population 
law-abiding, well-behaved, 
decent citizens. 

But that is not the point. 
Already businesses wishing 
to relocate out of London 
drive straight past Luton on 
their way to Milton Keynes. 
With this kind of reputation, 
that will only increase. 

Politicians need to be 
bringing the communities 
together and show they and 
the police are supporting 
those communities, so that 
the criminal elements can be 
exposed. At the same time 
they need to show zero 
tolerance to those breaking 
the law. That may sound 
harsh but Luton needs help 
and it needs it now. 

A lengthy, reflective report 
in 12 months time may be 
too late.

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Six arrested after 
police raid homes

SIX people were arrested this 
week after police officers 
executed warrants in Luton 
as part of an operation to 
tackle burglary and the 
handling of stolen goods. 

Burglary offences in the 
town have fallen by 31 per 
since April, when the covert 
investigation, Operation 
Sabre, was launched. 

To date, a total of 38 people 
have been arrested as a result 
of warrants being carried out 


over the last two months. 

This week 15 warrants at 
houses in Luton were execut¬ 
ed simultaneously by around 
50 unarmed officers from 
Bedfordshire Police, and a 
number of collaborated units 
including police dogs and the 
Beds, Cambs and Herts 
Scenes of Crime Unit. 

Chief Constable Alf 
Hitchcock was on the ground 
as the operation took place, 
and said the action was a 
direct response to public 
concerns about burglary and 
the handling of stolen goods. 


He said: “We are acutely 
aware of the concern burglary 
brings to our communities. 

“It has taken many months 
to piece together the neces¬ 
sary information, intelligence 
and evidence in order for 
today to happen. 

“There is a long way to go but 
we are confident offenders 
will be charged and brought 
to justice.” 

Police and Crime 
Commissioner Oily Martins 
was also present and 
welcomed the success of the 
operation.

More crime leads 
after TV appeal 


On Thursday night police officers looking 
into a serious sexual assault in Dunstable 
issued a fresh witness appeal on the BBC TV 
programme Crimewatch. This week our 
reporter CARL MUNGAZI looks back on the 
incident and the subsequent investigation 


POLICE continued the hunt 
for a man wanted in connec¬ 
tion with a sexual assault on 
a young woman in Dunstable 
with an appeal for informa¬ 
tion on TV's Crimewatch. 

And thanks to a reconstruc¬ 
tion broadcast on Thursday 
they have received several 
new leads on the attack. 

It happened on February 21 
when a woman in her 20s was 
driving out of the Shell petrol 
station on Poynters Road, 
Dunstable. A man opened the 
passenger door of her dark 
grey 4x4 vehicle and got in. 

He then produced a knife 
and forced her to drive to 
Tomlinson Avenue where a 
15-minute sexual assault took 
place at knifepoint. 

During the attack the victim 
managed to fight back, sus¬ 
taining injuries to her head 
and hands. She also sounded 
her car horn and switched on 
the internal light. 

It was a horrific assault 
which police have described 
as ‘terrifying’. It left the victim 
‘devastated’. 

Two minutes before the 
attack the suspect had 
attempted to gain access to 
another woman’s car but she 
had her doors locked. 


Since the incident Detective 
Inspector Ruth Dodsworth 
and her colleagues from the 
Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire 
and Hertfordshire Major 
Crime Unit team have been 
gathering as much informa¬ 
tion as they can from the 
public about the incident. 

But they still need help with 
clues which could help iden¬ 
tify the suspect. 

He has been described as a 
white man with an olive com¬ 
plexion who spoke with a for¬ 
eign accent, possibly Italian. 

He is around 5’ 10’ to 6 feet 
tall and of slim to medium 
build, and was wearing dark 
trousers which had distinc¬ 
tive fluorescent markings, 
and short zips at the bottom 
on the outsides. 


And he had a dark hooded 
jacket with the hood up and 
pulled tight round his face, 
and wore ankle-height boots. 

Police have said they are 
particularly interested in an 
unopened condom - a brand 
called Star’tex - that the sus¬ 
pect left in the car. It is not 
available in this country and 
has been sold in Belgium 
since December last year. 

A black T Mobile HTC ‘One’ 
belonging to the victim was 
also stolen during the attack. 

It is described as having a 
very distinctive purple 
silicone cover with the words 
‘Keep Calm and Stay Reem’ on 
the outside in white writing. 

After the show DI Dodsworth 
said: “As a result of the

Sadly the ‘Wolfpack’ go out with a 
whimper instead of a howl - as this 
fails to even reach the heights of the 
sub-par sequel. 

It’s definitely not an awful movie, 
but the ingenuity of the original 
film has long since faded - with 
only Zach Galifianakis’ Alan saving 
it from being a real damp squib. 

He joins returning members of 
the pack, Bradley Cooper (who is 
still good value as Phil) and Ed 
Helms (whose Stu doesn’t really 
have a purpose this time round), 
but they get less screen time than 
Ken Jeong’s Mr Chow - who has 
been advanced from a bit-part in 
the first films to a headlining role. 
And too much Mr Chow isn’t 
necessarily a good thing. 

At least the producers changed 
the drug-induced stag-do memory- 
loss scenario from the first two, by 
having John Goodman’s going- 
through-the-motions bad guy, 
Marshall, kidnap Doug (Justin 
Bartha) - forcing the pack to locate 
a heist of gold bars stolen from him 
by Mr Chow. 

This leads to the threesome end¬ 
ing up in Las Vegas (again) via 
Tijuana in Mexico, as they fight 
against the clock to retrieve the loot 
before Marshall kills their unfortu¬ 


nate pal - who once again misses 
out on all the high-jinks. 

And sadly he hasn’t missed much 
as they are few and far between in 
comedic terms. 

Alan again is the star of the show, 
but Mr Chow is over-used to an 
annoying level, and even a cameo 
from Bridesmaids’ Melissa 
McCarthy fails to really hit the spot 
- along with pointless returning 
roles from Mike Epps’ Black Doug 
and Heather Graham’s ex-hooker 


Jade. Director Todd Phillips and the 
producers seem to have run out of 
ideas on how and take the trio to 
the next level. 

And all we are left with is an 
ultimately darker, less well-round¬ 
ed - albeit still watchable - 
experience, that would be more 
suited to a DVD rental when you’re 
getting over your own hangover. 

Or if you’re really harsh you could 
simply call it a clueless cash-in 
trying to squeeze the last drops of 


money from a franchise that should 
have been put out to pasture after 
the lacklustre second movie. 

But that’s cash-hungry execs for 
you. 

Sadly, the Wolfpack that had us 
howling with laughter in 2009 - bar 
a couple of laugh-out-loud 
moments - disappointingly end the 
trilogy without any real bite. 

Thanks for the memories from the 
original - but this is one hangover 
you should sleep off.

“Cuddles is a clever exploration of the power 
of capitalism to shape our children and their 
values, and of how the stories we tell 
ourselves shape the reality of our existence. 

“It’s a brutally funny and bleakly honest 
world view from a young playwright who is 
part of the lost generation of young people 
that we’re more used to seeing smashing 
the windows of Footlocker on the nightly TV 
news than engaging in active political 
debate.”

The Grammy nominated singer- 
songwriter from Nashville calls the 
album her ‘most close-to-the-bone 
work, written at a time when I felt 
absolutely fearless about telling the 
truth.’

THE XTRfl FACTOR 


T he Jaguar XF was a great car 
when it was first launched in 
2008 and an even better one 
when in Spring 2011, it was facelifted 
and at last included a four cylinder 
2.2-litre diesel in the line-up. But Jaguar 
has never stopped improving this model 
and the latest model line-up includes 
pokier diesel power, a more efficient 
3.0-litre supercharged petrol option 
and, most notably, a sleek Sportbrake 
estate bodystyle. 

Since the Spring 2011 facelift, the XF 
has had a much sleeker look, something 
that’s also a feature of the newest 
derivative in the range, the Sportbrake 
estate. It’s got a 1675-litre total loading 
capacity and there are nearly 100 
different ways to configure the interior. 

When it was launched, the Jaguar 
XF set new class standards in ride and 
handling.

A TEAM from Luton are preparing to grace the 
turf of a Premier League ground in a bid for 
cup final glory. 

The players from Bury Park Saracens will fol¬ 
low in the footsteps of some of the game’s big¬ 
gest stars when they step out at West Ham 
United’s home of the Boleyn Ground - more 
commonly known as Upton Park - for the final 
of the UK Asian Community Cup. 

It will mean radically different surroundings 
for a club who normally ply their trade in the 
more humble environment of the North Home 
Counties Football League, but the club is clear¬ 
ly relishing the prospect of the showdown 
against Wolverhampton based outfit Punjab 
United Wolves. 

“We’re proud for sure,” said the club’s coach 
and secretary Ash Iqbal. 

“None of the boys have played in anything like 
this before, so the idea is to have a great day out 
and enjoy ourselves. 

“It’s all the boys are talking about at the 
moment as we haven’t reached a final as big as 
this one before.” 

The tournament has been organised since 
2003 by capital based side London Tigers. 

Hundreds of Asian footballers from across the 
country compete, with organisers hoping the 
competition will help create a ‘pathway’ for 
Asians hoping to break into the professional 
game. 

The festival has a strong agenda of kicking 
racism out of football by showing that Asians 
can play the sport provided that they are given 
the opportunity and access to quality resourc¬ 
es, but up to four non-Asians are allowed on the 
field of play to help promote other communities 
as well. 

Iqbal is keen to promote the diversity of his 
side, which has selected players from across 
Luton and not just the Bury Park area. 

“We took players from Luton from different 
backgrounds, not just Asian,” he said. 

“We wanted to show Bury Park as a mixed 
community working in harmony with people of 
different origins. 

“The idea is to say that we represent the whole 
of Luton and hopefully we’ll get a lot of support 
down there.” 

Bury Park had to qualify for the final spot after 


first needing to be invited to take part in the 
prestigious competition. 

They negotiated their way through a group 
stage before winning a quarter final clash on a 
penalty shoot-out. 

In their semi-final they saw off the challenge 
of Newark Youth London 2-1 to book their place 
at West Ham. 

Interestingly, they have already met their final 
opponents in the group stage where they 
slipped to a 5-0 defeat. 

Not too much should be taken from this omi¬ 
nous scoreline though as by that stage Bury 
Park had already made it through, with Iqbal 
stressing that they were resting up players for 
the latter stages of the tournament. 

“That wasn’t an accurate reflection of the two 
sides,” he said. 

“They had to win the game so they had close 
to a full team out. 

“When we played our semi their manager 


came over and said to me ‘this is not the team 
that played us.’” 

Iqbal said that one player on the Wolves line 
up, who possesses bags of pace, will be some¬ 
one they need to keep an eye on in the final, 
which will be played on Wednesday, June 12 
with a 7.30pm kick-off and free entry. 

The Bedfordshire FA are backing the side as 
they prepare to battle for the silverware. 

“Bedfordshire FA would like to encourage 
people to go down on the day,” a statement said. 

“We would like to wish Bury Park the best of 
luck with their final.” 

This year’s final is part of the national FA’s 
150th year celebrations. 

It is usually attended by a number of MPs, 
MEPs and local councillors as well as officials 
from various statutory and voluntary bodies. 

In previous years the final has been hosted at 
Chelsea’s ground of Stamford Bridge and 
Dagenham and Redbridge’s Victoria Road.

Club and boss need to

LUTON Town boss John Still 
admits that pre-season in 
unfamiliar surroundings has 
taken a bit of getting used to. 

The Hatters manager is pre¬ 
paring for his first full cam¬ 
paign in the Kenilworth Road 
hot-seat but before joining the 
club in February he spent the 
previous nine years of his man¬ 
agerial career at League Two 
outfit Dagenham & Redbridge. 

It has meant that much is new 
for the 63-year-old tactician but 
he will have to adjust quickly as 
only a promotion challenge will 
do once the Blue Square Bet 
Premier campaign kicks off 
again come August. 

“It’s different to be honest,” 
said Still. 

“Because I was at Dagenham 
for so long I had everything in 
place. 

“I know it sounds silly, but eve¬

“People around the club knew 
exactly how we worked and that 
wasn’t the case here, you have 
to put that in place.” 

Still, who would have been the 
second longest serving manager 
in the Football League had he 
still been at Dagenham after Sir 
Alex Ferguson’s retirement at 
Manchester United, said that 
he had spoken with managing 
director Gary Sweet to learn 
about Luton Town. 

But the manager stressed that 
Luton Town had also had to 
learn about him. 

“I’ve worked closely with 
Gary,” said Still. 

“I have to understand the 
club’s methods and the club has 
to understand mine. 

“We talk about each others 
methods and we decide we’re 
going to do mine because I’m 
the manager! 

“But we incorporate what is 
right for the club of course. 

“It’s been good, it takes time 
for people to understand how 
you work. Gradually you find a 
way.” 

Still has already overseen 


numerous comings and goings 
as he puts his own stamp on the 
team which he inherited from 
previous manager Paul Buckle. 

Southport pair Shaun Whalley 
and Andrew Parry, Histon duo 
Danny Fitzsimons and Jim 
Stevenson, former Hull City 
striker Mark Cullen and young 
keeper Elliot Justham have all 
signed on as Still, as he has done 
throughout his career, packs his 
squad with ‘young, ambitious 
players’. 

Numerous others have either 
been transfer listed or allowed 
to leave the club as free agents 
which means that the Hatters 
squad will have a different feel 
to it during the new campaign. 

“Wherever you are, and who¬ 
ever you are, football’s football,” 
said Still. 

“I will always say that. If you 
identify a player you want, and 
you can afford him and he 
wants to come, he comes. If you 
can’t or he doesn’t want to come 
that’s how it works. 

“Making the club better and 
winning trophies is what we 
want to do, so let’s hope that we 
can do it here.”
